State House, Concord, N. H., May 22, 1935 


The Carroll County Delegation met in Room 156 after 
the afternoon session. Discussion ensued regarding the 
budget. 

Charles M. Towle, County Commissioner, stated that 
the relief load was apt to increase rather than decrease, and 
explained that the amounts asked for in the budget were 
not excessive. 

Judge William J. Britton told of the increase from 
$3000 to $8200 for state payrolls, sheriffs, ete. These ex- 
penditures are controlled by the County Solicitor. 

Representative Charles Hoyt approved of the budget 
with the exception of Farm Bureau appropriation. 

Representative Arthur Gale spoke in defense of the 
Farm Bureau. 
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County Commissioner Towle stated that direct relief 
for April was $4800. 

Representative Hoyt suggested that the item “pipe 
line $6500” be removed from the items for the second vear 
and be for the first vear only. 

County Commissioner Towle told of the need of the 
pipe line and said that a sprinkler system could be installed 
for $3500. He recommended a 10-inch pipe line due to 
the fact that the Underwriters would not sanction an 8-inch 
line. The sprinkler system would decrease the insurance 
$900 a vear. He state that $1,339.50 had just been paid as 
additional balance due on 1934 relief bills. 

Representative Scott Simpson suggested that $4000 for 
balance due on relief bills for 1934. 

Xepresentative Hoyt moved that $107,371.45 be raised 
for the year 1935. This motion was seconded by Rep. 
Charles Banfield, but was defeated. 

fepresentative Perley Mudgett moved that $108,721.45 
be raised for the year 1935. Rep. George Russell amended 
the amount to $110,000. The motion was seconded by 
Rep. Alden N. Young and passed 8 to 2. The roll: Yeas, 
Russell, Clow, Mudgett, Thompson, Simpson, Winkley, 
Young, Gale. Nays, Hoyt, Banfield. Absent. Hart, 
Davis, Weeks, Lyman. 

tep. Russell moved that $95,500 for the year 1936 be 
raised, this to include a sprinkler system. This was sec- 
onded by Rep. Gale and passed with only Rep. Hoyt voting 
in the negative. 

Rep. Hoyt wanted the appropriation for the two years 
more evenly divided. 

Ansel Sanborn, Library Trustee, told of the needs of 
the Gafney County Library at Sanbornville. He had a 
letter from Congressman Rogers urging that $200 for this 
purpose be taken from the miscellaneous appropriation. 
Rep. Gale moved that $200 be raised for each of the next 
two years. This was seconded by Rep. Mark Winkley 
and passed unanimously. 
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tep. Banfield read 2 petition to annex to the Town of 
Moultonboro certain islands in Lake Winnepesaukee now 
a part of the Town of Tuftonboro. Discussion ensued, and 
tep. Banfield told of the progress of House Bill 244 
during the session. The chair appointed Rep. Banfield to 
consult Councilor Cutler in regard to expediting the hearing 
on House Bill 244 with the Governor and Council.

Representative Clow made a motion to authorize the 
County Commissioners to borrow a sum of money not to 
exceed $18,000 on short term notes to balance the budget 
for the 1935 and such borrowings to be added to the 19386 
budget. The motion was seconded by Representative 
Mudgett and passed unanimously. Representative Hoyt 
moved that the County Commissioners be given authority 
to erect a fire escape on the rear of the hospital at once. 
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The motion was seconded by Representative Clow and 
passed unanimously. 

Representative Simpson moved that the secretary send 
Governor Bridges a letter of regret and express wishes 
for his recovery. The motion was seconded by Represent- 
ative Hilliard and passed unanimously. 

Representative Russell moved that we thank ‘the 
Superintendent for the wonderful dinner and use of the 
room. The motion was seconded by Representative Wink- 
ley and unanimously passed. 

Those present to answer the roll call were Representa- 
tives Hart, Hoyt, Hillard, Winkley, Clow, Russell, Gale, 
Simpson, Mudgett, Banfield, Thompson, Lyman and Young.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Agreeable to the Laws of the State of New Hampshire 
the annual report of the Commissioners and_ other 
County Officers for the year ending December 31, 1935, 
is hereby submitted for the general edification of the 
Citizens of Carroll County. 


It is the wish of the County Officers that you read with 
nu degree of lemience the increased amount of expenditures 
the past year; bearing in mind that this advance is general 
in every county of our State, and in most of the states of 
our Union. 

The people of Carroll County may now look with 
pride upon our new pipe-line, laid with 10 inch transite 
pipe, which gives an adequate flow of water for any emer- 
gency. The work was done during the summer and _ fall 
with practically no expense for labor; the House of Cor- 
rection men doing most of the digging, and men on Direct 
Rehef being brought to the farm to help do the rest. 

Another great improvement has been the installation 
of a modern septic tank in the field opposite the Farm 
buildings. This takes care of all sewage from the entire 
plant, and the work was also done with the same men 
at no added expense to the budget. 

One of the fine pair of horses bought last year died 
during the summer, necessitating the purchase of another 
pair. This was done in the early fall, the odd horse being 
turned in on the trade at a figure very satisfactory to 
the Commissioners. . 

It is the plan now to install a Sprinkler System at 
the Farm in the near future, which will greatly reduce the 
fire hazard there. This could not be done until an ade- 
quate flow of water was available, but now such a system 
is possible and will pay for itself in reduced insurance rates, 


in some four years: 
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To Mr. and Mrs. John Craig our Superintendent and 
Matron, the commissioners wish to express their appre- 
elation. Theirs is a hard job, and they do it well, without 
complaint. 

It is the wish of the Commissioners that the citizens 
of Carroll County would take time when in the vicinity 
of Ossipee to eall at the County Home, and look over 
our well cared-for buildings; our fine fields, some of which 
Mr. Craig wrested from wood land; our barns which 
housed 145 tons of No. 1 hay, a herd of nearly 50 pure- 
bred Guernsey cattle, and as many hog-kind, the past 
fall; our modern hospital which cared for 75 different pa- 
tients during 1935; and last but not least the fifty odd 
inmates who are practically unanimous in their praises 
for Mr. and Mrs. Craig, and the Institution in general.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Carroll County: 


In accordance with the provisions of section 24, Chap- 
ter 16, of the Public Laws, the Annual Report of the 
County Solicitor is herewith respectfully submitted. 

During the year 1935 there were 41 indictments re-, 
turned by the Grand Jury, and 239 cases heard or disposed 
of in the Municipal Courts of Ossipee, Wolfeboro and 
Conway, making a total of 280 cases. From February 
15, 1985 to December 31, 1935, the Solicitor prosecuted 
personally 132 of the cases mentioned above. Three cases 
were appealed, two for fish and game offenses, and one for 
motor vehicle offense, each resulting in a plea of guilty in 
the Superior Court. The nature and number of crimes for 
the vear are as follows:

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It will be noted that more than fifty percent of the 
total cases were investigated for the most part by State 
Officials; those included Motor Vehicle Offenses, Fish and 
Game Offenses, Blue Sky cases, and some false pretense 
charges. It is encouraging to note that there is excellent 
cooperation between County and State officials in’ the 
enforcement of law in Carroll County. 

The Soheitor wishes to acknowledge the very helpful 
assistance of State Investigator Ralph W. Caswell, who 
personally did all the investigation which resulted in seven- 
teen indictments against non-residents for selling securities 
without a heense (Blue Sky Offenses). Several of these 
cases have been disposed of by states prison sentences, 
and some restitution to the defrauded victims. The re- 
maining indictments in this class will be tried at the next 
May Term. Deputy Sheriff John W. Craig for the past 
vear has kept a complete and accurate Bertillon identifi- 
cation system for all prisoners admitted to the House of 
Correction, or the County Jail. A card is kept for each 
prisoner at the County Home, and copies are sent to the 
State Investigator’s office in Concord, and to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in Washington, D. C. 

By law the County Solicitors are required to include 
in their annual reports “such recommendations as in their 
judgment the public good requires” (P. L. Chapter 16, s. 
24). By custom and tradition, Carroll County for many 
years has been assuming the responsibility for enforcing 
the offenses against the Police of Towns, particularly 
drunkenness and disturbance of the peace. This is a duty 
that should be assumed and paid for by each town, and 
it is submitted that there is no good reason why the 
County should continue to bear this unnecessary expense. 

The work of Town Constables and Police Officers, and 
that of the Sheriff’s Department, is disorganized, and in 
many cases there is an utter lack of cooperation between 
the two groups. Although no one in particular can be 
blamed for this condition, it should be corrected in the

interests of economy and efficiency. Town Constables and 
Police Officers should be an integral part of the law en- 
foreement machinery in the County, and should be active 
in the suppression of petty offenses, and in assisting the 
Sheriff's Department, under the latter’s direction, in the 
preliminary investigation of any crime in their respective 
territory. Although the costs of law enforcement have 
been substantially reduced for the year, this improvement 
ean be made and would result in decreasing costs and 
ereater efficiency in law enforcement. 

Accordingly, the Solicitor recommends that the Sheriff’s 
Department take the initiative in contacting the Selectmen 
of the towns, or elected police officers, with a view of 
having at least one officer in each town who will investigate 
minor offenses therein, and assist the Sheriff’s Department 
in the investigation of other crimes when necessary.
